I suppose there could be 
given no better example and 
picture of organization than 
that given in the description 
of the building of the temple 
by Solomon and the arrange- 
ment and order that followed 
in the regular temple service. 

When the work was started 
Solomon raised a levy of 
30,000 men to get out timber 
in the Lebanon Mountains. 
Ten thousand worked a 
month, so that they were at 
home two months and at their 
work one month. No friction 
mentioned. They had an 
overseer over them that order- 
ed the work and the changes 
so everything went off well. 

There were wood workmen 
for the wood, stone cutters 
and masons for the stone, 


moulders to cast the metals, 


and every department was 
managed in harmony with 
every other department so 
that it is said the great and 
massive structure was. built 
without the sound of hammer, 
axe or any tool heard in the 
house while it was in build- 
ing. God wasso well pleased 
with the order, arrangement 
and structure that He filled 
the house with a cloud until 
the priests could not stand to 
minister and the glory of the 
Lord filled the house of the 
Lord. 

The perfectness of arrange- 
ment and order of the entire 
service could not be. better 
expressed than in the language 
describing the visit of the 
Queen of Sheba to see the 





greatness and wisdom of King 
Solomon. ‘“‘And when the 
(Jueen of Sheba had seen all 
Solomon’s wisdom, and the 
house that he had built, and 
the meat of his table, and the 
sitting of his servants, and the 
attendance of his ministers, 
and their apparel, and his cup- 
bearers, and his ascent by 
which he went up into the 
house of the Lord; there was 
no more spirit in her.’’ She 
saw such perfect order or per- 
fection in organization in ev- 
ery department that she was 
almost overcome by it. ‘‘And 
she said to the king, It was a 
true report that I heard in 
mine own land of thy acts 
and of thy wisdom. Howbeit 
I believed not the words, un- 
til I came, and mine eyes had 
seen it: and, behold, the half 
was not told me: thy wisdom 
and prosperity exceedeth the 
fame which I heard.’’ And 
as a kind of an ornament to 
adorn the organization there 
was great joy among his ser- 
vants for she said, ‘‘Happy 
are thy men, happy are these 
thy servants, which stand 
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continually before thee and 
hear thy wisdom.”’ 

When we think of the won- 
derful God given organizing 
ability of Solomon and read 
of his greatness and glory we 
could hardly expect his equal 
but thanks be 
unto God we hear the mighty 
Son of God, the Lion of the 
tribe of Judah, exclaim, ‘‘Be-

the lips of the Son of God

His name. is 
above every name in heaven 
and on earth, therefore, His 
rule and authority should be 
the more recognized by all. 

While Jesus Himself is not 
here in person to superintend 
the work of His Church as 
He has 
given the laws or rules by 
which every department is to 
be governed and has a repres- 
entative in the person of the 
Holy Ghost to abide in every

their services. Had often wish- 
ed [ could ‘b@ among them and 
learn more about their peculiar 
mode of worship, At last my 
desires have been gratified. 

Very unexpectedly to me, 
several months ago I received 
avery Warm invitation from 
them to visit them and be in 
their meetings. I could not 
goat the time they wished, 
butafter some little correspond- 
ence I made a date which was 
accepted. 

As there has been so many 
reports circulatea about these 
people and their peculiar man- 
ner of serving the Lord, my 
friends will be interested to 
know about our meeting. 

I met W.S. Caruthers, State 
overseer of Fla., at Lakeland 
and together we went on to 
Wauchula where we arrived 
about 8 P. M. the first day of 
May. The next day we were 
driven out about twenty miles 
over thesandy roads. At the 
service the people had already 
arrived when we entered the 
house. During the fore part 
of the service was heard many 
and varied ejaculations of 
praise, viz. ‘Praise the Lord.” 
“Thank the good Lord.” ‘Hal- 
lelujah.” | “Glory” and “Glory 
to God.” Sounded good to 
me. Most of the people 
present were friends of mine, 
having met them at other times 
and places a few years ago. 
They soon discovered our 
presence and came to greet us. 
| was asked to preach. The 
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next day was Sanday and had 
all day meeting. Gave three 
messages, The Lord biessed 
in a remarkable manner and 
began to heal up bruises and 
wounds and the love and grace 
of God seemed to tlow  treely 
as nearly every body greeted 
zach other with hand shakes 
and looks of love. 

During the nine days we 
gave the Word and i: cut its 
way through withits keen edge 
of love and judgment. Many 
who had been bound seemed 
to get liberty. Nota few con- 
fessions were made and crosses 
straightened and love seemed 
to reign overall, No matter 
what had taken place in the 
meetings before, as had been 
reported, such as, “crawling” 
“rebuking,” “tearing clothes,” 
“rejecting the Bible,” ‘tearing 
off collars and ties,” “men and 
women lying on the floor to- 
gether.” ‘tone leaping on the 
back of another and _ riding 
about over the house,” “sitting 
on one and pounding him and 
forcing him to crawl.’’ and 
such like. there was no such 
demonstrations engaged in at 
the meeting. The only crawl- 
ing of any notice was a woman 
who had been crying and 
screaming, begging God for 
mercy and help in the back of 
the house during an altar ser- 
vice, became so affected and 
finally reached some victory 
as she struggled with desper- 
ation came walking and run- 
ning on her knees up into the 
altar where she finally obtained 
perfect deliverance. The only 
people I saw lying on the floor 
were some who were knocked 
off their seats, or their feet 
carried out from under them 
by the power of God so they 
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some 
were so flied with the Spirit 
that they acted and talked like 
drunken men. Some prophesy- 
ings that. we are ro: to despise. 
Talking in other tongues, dauc- 
ing, shouting, running, leaping, 
crying and laughing were fre- 
quent demonstrations, Outsid- 
ers Were affected and asked for 
prayers. Don’t know what was 
accomplished at the altar ser- 
Vices. Some who had been 
leaders in some of the question- 
able performances acknowl- 
edged their mistakes, and all 
We came in personal contact 
With about the matter acknowl- 
edged that there had been dem- 
Onstrations and happenings that 
had been out of order. 

I sincerely believe that hence- 
forth there will be more hum. 
ble efforts made for the salva— 
tion of souls among these pre- 
cions people than other things 


‘that might be of less value or 


importance. Some of the lead- 
ers asked me in a Way that 
touched my heart to send them 
some one who could stay a- 
mong them and teach them 
the Word of life. How we need 
fathers to care for the flocks! 

As we bade them ‘‘farewell” 
there seemed tobe a deeper 
love in my heart for them and 
they for me than could be ex- 
pressed. 

We are not through with 
investigations and the adjust- 
ment of grievances, but expect 
to continue the work until en- 
tire satisfaction can be made 
with all parties. 

May God give the needed 
love and wisdom and humility 
onthe part of all until love 
and unity can reign supreme 
over all of His precious 
children. — —Kd. 
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A Report. 
Dear Evangel Family, 
Greetings in Jesus dear name. 

We have just closed& tive days 
meeting at Frietiship dear Charles- 
ton, Miss. It rahnp of the most 
wonderful meetings we have ever 
seen. Tongue or pen can’t describe 
the power and glory of the Lord 
manifested. 

The first Sunday night after we 
arrived during the altar service a 
ball of fire was seen in the tabernacle 
and one received the Holy Ghost. 
That night a yong man who had 
caused much trouble in distarbing 
the meeting by running in and out 
and causing others to follow, and 
had made fun of the saints, was 
there and cursed this way. Mon- 
day morning while in the field 
working the Spirit spoke to him and 
told him if he did not repent he 
was going to torment, and he went 
down before God erying for mercy 
there in the field, and prayed that 
day and night, and next morning 
went to one of the saints and they 
came to the home where we were 
staying, and we got down to pray 
and he was soon lying prostrate on 
the floor confessing out his sins te 
God and crying for mercy. He was 
soon saved, sanctitied and filled 
with the Holy Ghost and speaking 
in other tongues with his face shin- 
ing with the glory of Heaven. 
Wednesday P. M. he was baptised 
in water with three others, and that 
night we began the meeting, and 
the message was delivered and 
altar call was given and people 
rushed in and saints shonting, and 
people crying to God for mercy, 
and the service closed next morn- 
ing about two o’clock with 15 saved, 
14 sanctified, and 11 filled with the 
Holy Ghost (Acts 2,4.) and we con- 
tinued the meeting for five days, 
and the Holy Ghost just run the 
entire meeting, and such scenes of 
glory and power those few days 
can't be described. People would 
gather in the tabernacle before the 
night service and would fall right 
into the altar and go to crying to 
God for salvation and when we 
would gather for service there would 
be no room for any thing but pray- 


ing and helping souls through to 
God. Strong men, women and 
children filled the altar, and just 
seemed the very atmosphere those 
days were filled with the power and 
glory of God. A little girl who re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost went to the 
fire under the power of the Spirit, 
and would pick up the red hot 
eoals in her little hanbs and rub 
them between her hands until they 
were gone out and would go on her 
knees on them and was not burned 
in the least, nor the smell of fire 
was not on her clothes, and she 
would pick up the chunks another 
time under the power and rub her 
hands over the fireon them until 
it was all put out and lay it down 
ahd pick up another and put it out. 
Praise God for the Miracles! 

Thursday P. M. 16 were baptised 
in water, and that night 1 received 
the Holy Ghost, and all spoke with 
tongues who received. Friday 
afternoon 1) were baptised in water 
and that night when service closed 
16 had received the Holy Ghost, 
and Sat. night 11 received and spoke 
in tongues, and Sunday afternoon 
was a glorious time when so many 
arose with shining faces testifying 
to what great things God had done 
for their souls, and the Holy Ghost 
manifesting his power and _testify- 
ing that He had really come in to 
abide. At close of service 56 lined 
up to be received into the Church 
of God and the right hand of fellow- 
ship was extended amid shouts and 
praises and then we went to the 
water's edge and had a service and 
24 more followed Jesus in baptism. 
Sunday night (which was the clos- 
ing service of the meeting) 6 receiv- 
ed the Holy Ghost and Monday 
morning before we took our depart- 
ure for the Stonefield Camp grounds 
‘+ more were baptised in water, and 
4 received into the Church of Gcd. 

66 in all received the Holy Ghost 
during the meeting and ALL of 
them spoke in other tongues.

friends, s9 46eS8 sin. 


Those lepers atood afar off from 
Jesus, and lifted up their voices and 
cried for mercy. 

So has the sinner separated him- 
self ‘afar off” from God: but the 
sinner has only to see his helpless- 
ness, as the lepers did, and cry to 
Him with the same earnestness that 
they did, and as Tasaih says, The 
Lord will abundantly pardon. The 
margin says, “‘add too pardon.’’ 

The Samaritan that returned to 
the Lord seems to have gotten more 
than the other nine. 

They were all made clean the 
first time, but now Jesus says to the 
one that come the sezond time, 
‘Thy faith hath madethee whole.”’ 
Leprosy can be in the blood or 
system, and the parties would not 
be separated until after it comes 
to the surface, then the party will 
be expelled from camps or taken to 
house of detention. So it is with the 
Adamic nature it den’t separate 
from friends until it breaks out, in 
drunkness, gambling, debauchery 
in general. Men get so low in sin 
that they have but very few friends 
but if we go to Him in earnest He 
will remove the outward effects of 
leprosy of sin (actual transgressions) 
then with the second application 
you can be made wholly holy. 

‘‘And the very God of peace 
sanctify you wholly; and I pray 
God your whole spirit and soul and 
body be preserved blameless unto 
the coming of our Lord Jesus Christ.

through the death of Jesus on the 
cross. 

‘‘There is none other name given 
under heaven whereby men can be 
saved but the namie of Jesus.’’ The 
new birth that men received in the 


Apostles’ day is the same today, 
comes the same way, and with the 
same power, producesthe same re- 
sults in the life. If not where is 
the difference? St. John © said

If not we would need to get 
us another Bible with the changes 
made in it. 

Then we may expect many healings 
today, too, if Jesus is the same, be- 
cause He healed the sick almost ev- 
ery where He went when on earth. 

If we have not found Him to be 
the same loving patient, devoted 
Savior as He was when on earth. We 
may do so at once by giving Him 
our whole heart and following on in 
all things to know Him.
